Phy sical Fitness Program 
No wo nder then that the year 
beginning September I, 1944, has 
been designated “Physical Fitness 
Year." Put in o peratio n by o fder 
o f the President, and under the di­ 
rectio n 
o f 
vario us 
respo nsible 
agencies, a physical fitness pro ­ 
gram will be pu t into effect o n a 
natio n wide basis. 
This whl o nly initiate a pro gram 
which sho uld go o n indefinitely. 
'‘It must,” as Co lo nel Ro wntree 
says. “beco me a part o f o ur scho o l 
f ro grams a ’ every lo ve! —elemen­ 
tary,
